and then tried to drown himself 
in a bucket of water. 


Tears streaming, his voice 


breaking with anguish, Cmdr. 
Lloyd M. Bucher told a Navy 
court of inquiry Thursday that 
North Koreans finally broke 
him by threatening to shoot his 
crewmen one-by-one in front of 
him—and s u m m o n i n g the 
youngest sailor and saying they 
would start with him. 


Bucher's account of the terror 


ended—at least for now—his 
public appearances. He went be- 
fore a closed session of the 
court today to give secret—clas- 
sified—testimony, and was to be 
followed, the Navy said, by 
Rear Adm. Frank L. Johnson, 
commander of U.S. naval forces 
in Japan at the time the Pueblo 
was seized. Bucher has said he 
radioed desperately for help as 
North Korean gunboats sur- 
rounded the intelligence ship, 
but it never arrived.

CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - 


From his lonely prison room 
in North Korea, U.S. Navy 
Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher could 
hear little girls laughing. 


Children went by outside 


singing a marching song. 


Things were improving. A 


few days before, on March 5, 
1968, Bucher and his 81 men 
from the USS Pueblo had 
been moved to the prison in 
the countryside. 


It was six or seven miles 


from Pyongyang, the capital 
of North Korea, Bucher told a 
court of inquiry Thursday. 
The court of five admirals is 
investigating capture of his 
intelligence ship. 


At this new prison there 


were no blinds on the win- 


dows, and Bucher said he 
could see cooperative farms 
surrounded by military instal- 
lations and missile batteries. 


A parade of tanks went by 


on a nearby road almost 
weekly, he said. 


"We were treated much 


more h u m a n e l y , " Bucher 
said, comparing this prison to 
the compound where he and 
his men were taken when they 
were captured three months 
before. At that compound, 
Bucher said, he and his men 
had suffered severe beatings 
and Bucher underwent chilling 
mental torture. 


"There was always an aura 


of terror," he said. But now 
the men had daily sick call 
except for Saturdays and 


when doctors were not avail- 
able. 


"Nurses were always avail- 


able and their professional 
qualifications were compar- 
able to the nurses at home. 
But not their looks. Their 
looks didn't quite come up to 
standards," Bucher said with 
a grin. 


"I'm sure I came close to 


death on a couple of occasions 
because of illnesses. There 
was typhoid, and scurvy was 
rampant from 
a lack of 


vitamins. Mysterious h o l e s 
started appearing in our skin. 


"There were the types of 


sores you see in the Bible in 
pictures of Lot.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


t h ree-hours-a-week program 
of exercise makes 70-year-old 
men feel and function as if 
they were 30 years younger, 
the University of Southern 
California reported today. .

Oxygen consumption (best 


single measure of vigor)—in- 
creased 9.2 per cent. 


Arm strength—increased 7.2 


per cent. 


Nervous tension—reduced 14 


to 15 per cent. 


The men taking part in UM 


experiment work out for one 


hour three times a week. 
Their closely supervised regi- 
men i n c l u d e s calisthenics, 
stretching, swimming — and 
jogging. 


The research was conducted 


by Dr. Herbert A. Devries, 
professor of physical educa- 
tion and head of an exercise 
research g r o u p at USC's 
gerontology center. He said in 
an interview he plans to test 
groups of older women later. 


Better Motivated 


"We may get even better 


results with women," he said, 
"because of greater motiva- 
tion. We are already swamped 
with demand* from women 
who have heard about our 
project.". 


Key to success of the experi- 


ment lies in tailoring exercise 


to the individual. Devries is 
developing a "pharmacopaeia 
of exercise" similar to the 
catalog of drugs available to 
physicians. 


"Exercise should be pre- 


scribed with the same care 
and certainty that a physician 
uses in prescribing drugs," 
Devries said. 


Devries has developed a 


series of tests to monitor 
physical condition during the 
exercise program and when- 
ever trouble shows up exer- 
cise is suspended or canceled. 


"People in this age group 


should undertake an exercise 
program only after a com- 
plete physical examination," 
he said, "and the older they 
are the more carefully they 
should be supervised."

In soft water, laundry soaps

After softening, more soap may 
be needed for suds to appear.

one inch layer of suds is

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Another Look at the Sentinel System 


One oi the major problems facing 


President Nixon and his Secretary of 
Defense Melvin Laird is what to do about 
the Sentinel "thin" antiballistic missile 
system which former President Johnson 
authorized last year. 


It was suspected that at least part of the 


reason for the authorization was to pull 
possible Republican campaign teeth of 
charges of a missile gap similar to that 
successfully, if erroneously, charged by 
John F. Kennedy in the 1960 campaign. 
President Nixon also said last fall that "we 
have a serious missile gap" but he didn't 
make a big issue of it Former Secretary of 
Defense Clark Clifford has recently pointed 
to a considerable increase in Russia's 
missile strength. President Nixon and 
Secretary Laird have emphasized that we 
most deal from a position of strength in 
any disarmament talks with the Soviet 
Union. 


The proposed system is supposed to be 


protection against a missile attack, not from 
the Soviet Union, however, but from Red 
China. This is supposed to cost only about 
$5 bfflion. Estimates of a system that 
would be worth anything against Soviet 
missiles range all the way from $50 billion 
to §200 billion. There seems little doubt but 
that the Russians would then bolster their 
anti-missfle system as well and another 
arms race would be under way that would 
make those of the past seem like mere 
penny pinching affairs. 


We agree •with President Nixon that we 


must remain strong while we keep trying to 
create an atmosphere in the world where 
peace can thrive and "the world will be 
safe for mankind." But is there really any 
snch thing as negotiating from a position of 
arms superiority between two nations 


which already possess the ability to destroy 
each other? 


The history of all military arms has 


demonstrated that a new one is devised 
almost as soon as protection against an old 
one is perfected. There is little security 
anymore in being ahead in that brief period 
of time. While we once felt the need of 
missile bases in Turkey, for instance, they 
became outmoded in only a short time both 
as the Russians built safeguards against 
them and our Polaris submarines were 
deployed. Several scientists have predicted 
that by the time we have spent those $5 
billion over a five year period for the 
Sentinel system, the Chinese will have 
discovered a way around it. One presi- 
dential scientific adviser, Jerome Wiesner, 
has flatly said that "I think we ought to 
regard the Sentinel as a bad joke perpe- 
trated by Mr. McNamara and Mr. Johnson 
on us in an election year." 


There is some hope coming from the 


Kremlin because the Russians have ap- 
parently also discovered how much such a 
system would cost. If cutting back on 
armaments, or at least not creating new 
ones, acts in the interests of the Soviet 
Union as well as the United States, we don't 
have to worry so much about trusting the 
Communists. 


More and more it is becoming apparent 


that something other than a military 
solution is essential if our civilization is not 
to be destroyed either by nuclear holocaust 
or chaos within. We hope President Nixon 
will bear out his words both at the 
nominating convention and his inaugura- 
tion that the era of confrontation is 
becoming one instead of negotiation. A 
review of the Sentinel system is a good 
place to start.

Japan Wants the Kuriles Too 


In its quiet drive to regain stature in 


Asia, lost in defeat in World War II, Japan 
is now asking that the Soviet Union return 
to Japanese control the southern Kurile 
Islands and a few more small islands in the 
same area north of Hokkaido. 


The return of Okinawa to complete 


Japanese jurisdiction is much more of an 
issue among the Japanese and this may 
possibly be one reason why the Japanese 
Government is now seeking the return of 
the Koriles as well The United States has 
agreed to turning over Okinawa eventually 
to Japan and acknowledges that it is a part 
of Japan. So far the Soviet Union has 
refused to do the same as far as the Kuriles 
are concerned. Since a considerable part of 
the Japanese demonstrations against Amer- 
ican imperialism comes from the Far Left 
if not actual Communist influence, the 
Japanese officials can point out 
the 


inconsistency and questionable motives of 
Japanese students who make a big whoop 
and hurrah about Okinawa but are quite 
mum about the Kuriles. 


The Japanese Ambassador to Moscow, 


Toru Nakagaya, recently returned to 
Tokyo and reported on his efforts to 
negotiate the return of the northern islands 
to Japan. Since the Ambassador to the 
United States, Takeso Sbimoda, had just 
made a similar report concerning Okinawa 
and other Ryukus Islands, it seems obvious 


that Japanese leaders want to tie the two 
requests together. 


The Russians have pointed out that 


Japan renounced all claims to the Kuriles 
and southern Sakhalin when they signed the 
San Francisco peace treaty ending World 
War II. But the Japanese retort that the 
Soviet Union did not sign the treaty. 


Whatever the attitudes of Japanese 


students, the problems of Japanese fisher- 
men may put renewed emphasis upon the 
Japanese claims to the Kuriles. Fishing 
boats sail into waters claimed by the 
Soviets a very short distance north of 
Hokkaido and Russia has seized more than 
1.200 Japanese fishing boats and arrested 
more than 10,000 Japanese fisherman on 
charges of territorial waters violations. It's 
been suggested that the Japanese Govern- 
ment propose a fishing fee to be paid to the 
Russians but opponents argue that this 
would be tantamount to accepting the Rus- 
sian claims to the islands. 


The Japanese remarkable recovery 


from the chaos that followed World War 
13 has made it the third largest industrial 
nation in the world and clearly the most 
important 
country in Asia. With its 


growing economic strength it is bound to 
have considerable influence. But its leaders 
and people have not yet resolved their 
conflict between their constitutional pro- 
hibition on military forces and the threats 
of armed aggression in the turbulent 
waters of the Pacific.
